“ Even so widtdy syni])uthetio a 
writer as Taine, ” says Mr. Irving, 
“ by inftTcnce excludes acting when 
he s]H'aks of ‘tli« » live great arts of 
jnnitry, .sculjitim), iKiinting, architec­ 
ture and mu.sic, ’ and .sonu'times h« ss- 
er minds than his u.se the gmieral 
omi.ssion to cla.s.sify acting as among 
tho higher organized efforts of man* 
as a means of iK'rjndually a.ssailing 
this luirticular craft and tho.se who 
follow it.” A man of art, t»r artist, 
was a skillful workman in tho orig­ 
inal meaning of the idea, llie object 
of art generally is to imitate or to 
conform to a nifxlel, but a work of 
“ lino” art pr« 'siii)])« )S(‘s intelligence 
on the ])}irt of the artist. 
The lecture ended thus: “ Tho old
